A corres}H)ndent o f the N ew York Journal o f Com ­ 
merce, trnveiling in Italy, gives the following ludicrous 
account o f an incident on the road to V enice, and the 
humorous punishment of a knavish vetturino. 
it is im­ 
possible to read it without laughing. 
“ As w e approached Venice, there was a manifest im­ 
provement in the civilities o f our vetturino. 
H e had 
licfore his mind’s eye that unsettled, fluctuating sum, 
the buona mann, of the compliment, above his hire— 
the reward fur the civilities that w'ere not included in 
the strict discharge of his duties. 
As he had omitted 
to perform som e o f these requisites for n satisfactory 
buono memo, for the last four days, he now endeavor­ 
ed to crowd as many as he could into the last two 
hours. 
W e gave him, hovrever, a satisfactory sum, live 
dollars in all, for w e considered that ho had alTorded 
amusement. 
T he Surtoro was in aa especial manner 
successful in concealing a small needle in a seam o f the 
saddle, with the point upwards, and tnany was the 
bounce the vetturino m ade, when his horse was on a 
hard trot. 
H e took oil’ the saddle for a strict e.xamina- 
atiou into the mystery o f such punctuation, hut found 
not the needle, and su.spccted nut the cause. 
I cannot 
suppose otherwise than tiiat a small surface of his hide 
wag punctured as w ell, that is, as ill, as the tailor’s 
fore linger. 
T he friar himself essayed a joke— in which he cer­ 
tainly did not excel— by scattering snutf under tlie rim 
of the coticlnnan’s hat— and when there was a snce/.e, 
the sou of the church would go into convulsions ol de­ 
light.

'I'he tailor ojierated next, and he placed the instru­ 
ment on tho part for which it was intended, with the 
dexterity o f one who was an adept iu taking measures. 
T ho Vetturino by grinding his teeth, bore it without 
hopping, and with the air o f a man that has got through 
his diinculties. 
'I'he friar was the third flogger, but he was so over­ 
com e wilh laughter, that liLs lash was thrown away 
upon the jackboots. 
Jehu’s eyes began to glisten—-but 
I soon set him in a becoming gravity. 
Resolving not 
to waste my rights, I ¡iractised a dozen lashes u{ion a 
rock, every one of which struck terror into the culprit. 
A t last, after having sufliciently flogged his imagination, 
I directed a cut to a more sensitive part, and though in 
boots of 25 pounds weight, he danced as though he 
had been bitten by a tarantula. 
I then delivered to 
him his whip, Vvnh tears in my eyes, and he received it 
in the same lachrymose manner.

which went at a round rate, though ever and anon, wilh 
a condoling air, he put his hand behind, where there 
were three seams on tho surface of his leathern garn- 
luents.
